passed in thoroughness of culture, 
characterized by independence and 
freedom of thought and opinion, and 
harmony of concerted action. 

Tho City School Board is composed 
of men from the legal, clerical, editori- 
al and other professions, all chosen 
for their spocial fitness as educational 
men. And, too, they all throw that 
zeal into their individual work on com- 
mittees and specialities which seems to 
characterize the business men of Chi- 
cago. They have respect for the opin- 
ions and religion of the parents of the 
children to bo educate'!, and leave the 
■ iiiiih of churches to the parents and
